What is the condition of the Democratic

Bat they do think that enough delegates can 
be kept away from Blaine to make the nomi- 
nation distasteful to him. They argue that if 
he was unwilling to accept in 1888 with about 
two hundréd and fifty delegates not support- 
ing him he would certainly spurn a nomina- 
tion this time which may be opposed by about 
three hundred delegates, or perhaps one-third 
the convention. Since it became plain that 
Mr. Blaine could not be badgered into writing 
another letter the administration program has 


followed the straight line laid down at the 


White House. This has been to take advan- 
tage of the lack of organization among the 
supporters of Mr. Blaine and keep enough 
delegates away from him to make out that he 
is not the overwhelming choice of the Repub- 
lican party. 
Support of Officeholders. 
Sentiment is well enough in its way, but it 


does not always control votes, unless there is a 


definite organization back of it. The admin- 
istration has, to begin with, the probable sup- 
port of the 140 officeholders who are delegates. 
Then it counts on about 150 others who have 
been reached indirectly by patronage, or who 
may be led to believe that Mr. Blaine would 
not accept. With this many followers the 
President’s . closest friends think they can 
show Mr. Bluine that the nomination is not 
seeking him. If they can do this there is no 


‘question that the Secretary of State would 


never accept it. However, since Attorney- 
General Miller, Secretary Foster, and other 
members of the Cabinet broke forth in their 
diatribes against Mr. Blaine, the chances are 
that the Secretary of State is paying some at- 
tention to the real feeling of the party. His 
letter to Chairman Clarkson did not say that 
he would not accept the nomination. He 
merely stated that his name would not be pre- 
sented to the convention.

The scheme of the Harrison following is 
simple enough. Under the rules which Re- 
publican conventions have been in the habit 
of adopting State delegations, after having 
once voted, cannot change their votes until 
the next ballot.

the Harrison managers argue that the demon- 
stration by those three States would be fore. 
stalled and that they might de able to keep 
possibly more than a third of the convention 
in the Harrison ranks. They may be wrong, 
but they fully believe that if they do this Mr. 
Blaine will not accept the nomination. Then 
they are sure that Harrison could be nomi- 
nated. There will be no doubt about his ac. 
ceptance if he gets the nomination by a ma- 
jurity of one. 

The mainstays of the administration in Illi 
nois are Senator Cullom and ex-Congressman 
The President puts more trust 
in Cannon than in Cullom, but he has recently 
taken the Senator into camp is willing to 
have the administration delegates support 
Cullom for permanent Chairman if the latter 
ean keep the Blaine vote in Illinois down, 
The administration is taking decided risks; 
Cullom has his Blaine days and his Harrison 
days. Sometimes he reminds his colleagues 
in the Senate that he always was a Biaine 
man, and that he owes nothing to the ad- 
ministration, the Subtreasurership being a 
mere bagatelle, which he would have got any- 
way.

While Senator Allison refuses to point the 
way to Harrison Col. W. P. Hepburn and ex- 
Gov.

But 
the President couldn’t do that much for him. 
The best he could bave was a place as Assist- 
ant Commissioner at a salary of $3,000. There 
have been several changes and the opportuni- 
ty has been opened for Gov. Stone’s promo- 
tion, yet other men have been passed over his 
head. Nevertheless he has been volunteering

The woman not having been seen by the 
neighbors since Sunday, two of them entered 
the house Tuesday and, they say, found her 
lying on a bed of rough boards very sick. 
Beside her sat her husband. Dr. Cox was 
summoned and said Mrs. Barnett was beyond 
recovery, and she soon died. Frank Roth, his 
daugh‘er, and\a son arrived at the house from 

The 
sister says she believes Mrs. Barnett died of 
starvation. She says members of the family 
have visited Mary occasionally and have some- 
times found her in feeble health. At one time 
she says her brother garnished Barnett’s 
wages in his wife’s favor.

The proposed dock will not be less than 400 
feet long. 100 feet in width at the top, and 
60 feet below, with sixteen feet of water over 
the keel blocks, and a seventy-foot gate. 

The location will be in the Calumet River 
about a mile. from Lake Michigan, with only 
five bridges intervening. The river has been 
dredged by the United States government to 
adepth of sixteen feet to a point far above 
the Chicago company’s yard. It seems likely 
that at last there is to be a dry dock in the 
neighborhood of Chicago capable of accom- 
modating the largest craft now afloat on the 
lakes or which may be added to the lake 
marine within the next five years.

HALSTEAD ON STEWART, 

In the current number of the North Amert- 
can Review Murat Halstead answers. the pre- 
vious paper by Senator Stewart on The Rule 
of the Gold Kings.” His reply occupies less 
than six pages, but it isa forcible one, It 
shows that France maintains silver legal ten- 
der coin precisely as we do by refusing to sil- 


ver the liberty of the mint and proyiding for 


the redemption of silver as credit money by. 
covering the margin of difference in values 
with the roore steady and precious metal. 
There is no one in France who does not know, 
or seem to know, that free silver coinage 
would mean the silver standard, and that this 
relegation of gold to the condition of merchan- 
dise would be a HHfortune of the first magni- 
tude. He adds that the degradation of the pub- 
lie oredit of France is not a thing possible 
with the knowledge and consent of the French 
people, 

Mr. Halstead answers the charge that this 
and previous administrations have been hos- 
tile to silver by citing the figures of mint 
coinage. They show that in the ciglity years 
before ? the awful crime of the century was 
perpetrated we cvined ninety millions of law- 
ful money of all amounts in silver, and in the 
eighteen years following we have coined more 
than four times that sum of the standart sil- 
ver dollar. The Senator also is mistaken in 
supposing that public obligations are paid ex- 
clusively in gold. Publie and private debts 
are paid all over this country im silver paper. 
Silver money is at honest as any other money 
80 long as it is as good as the best in pur 
chasing power, As measured by the worid’s 
standard, which is gold, it possesses an in- 
trinsic value that has rendered it at the lowest 
point worth 66 cents on the dollar more in it- 
selfthan the paper dollar, In redeeming 
paper gold has to make good 100 cents on the 
dollar, but the margin on silver that has to 
be made up is only 33 cents. Americaus pre- 
fer the silver certificate to the silver coin and 
even to the gold, but they would not want it 
unless its purchasing power were sustained, 
It would be dishonest to drop from the gold 
to the silver standard. It would reduce by 
one-third the purchasing power of ali salaries, 
pensions, life insurance policies, building as- 
sociation certificates, wages, and bank ac- 
counts. This would be equivalent to debas- 


ing the coinage and repudiation to the extent 
of 38 per cent. The fact is so, and it is no 


abuse to state it.“ Behind this stalks the an- 
cient and hideous specter of fiat money. 

If the silver miners could escape from the 
obsourations of the lingo ot the de votees, the 
demagogues of silver and the speculators in 
its variations, they would comprehend that 
free coinage or the silver standard would 
yield no profit to them. Swapping silver with 
themselves could not entich them any more 
than swapping jack knives enriched the boys 
There ought to be free coinage of silver, but 
not at the present ratio. Surely the ratio is 
no sacred thing. It has beer changed often, 
and there was never so great a demand for 
change as now.” Of course it would be well 
if the required change could be made through 
a common understanding among the nations, 
but we shall never have that while our silver 
agitators give to the European money centers 
the hope that they can exchange European 
silver for American gold. Senator Stewart 


.wants the government to coin our vast stores 


of silver bullion.. But already we have seven 
times at much coined silver as the people care 
to handle. Why go on working the mints? 
Why not use the silver in the same way that 
we use wheat, corn, pork, cotton, and other 
things of which we produce more than we want 
to consume? Why not ship the whole mass of 
it to London and draw the gold for it? That is 
the way to bring about an international silver 
conference. Itis the aggressive way of de- 
fending ourselves. We are the great produc- 
ers of silver. Why not sell it, and cease to 
buy? That is the change of policy wanted to 
fetch the conference that we have so long and 


‘mistakenly and vainiy solicited. The confer- 


ence should have but one object, that of 


the readjustment of the ratio between silver 


and gold, so that the relation might be ac- 


‘cording to the market price. 


The conference ought to examine the facts 


and find out the correct ratio. Then we should 


have free coinage of gold and silver on the 
same terms. It would follow asa matter of 
course.

It is good news, if true, that the Reading 
combine 1s likely to yield before the storm of 
opposition that has been raised by its arbitra- 
ry acts. The organized attempt to force a 
large advance in the prices paid by consumers 
of anthracite coal was first met by a practical 
protest from the Pennsylvania railroad. That 
is seconded by a decidedly hostile stand on the 
part of jobbers and other dealers, and the lat- 
ter are supported by the great public, which is 
giving unmistakable indications of unwilling- 
ness to stand the extortion. The people are

DELEGATES MUST REPRESENT THEIR 

DIsTRIOTS. f 

At the close of the second day’s proceedings 
of the Illino‘e Republican State convention, 
after about half the members had left, a plat- 
form was adopted containing an instructien to 
the eight delegates-at-large to vote for the re- 
nemination of President Harrison. An 
amendment that this should not apply in case 
Mr. Blaine’s name was presented at Minneap- 
olis was declared laid on the table, by the 
Chatrman, who would not permit the roll to be 
called on the question. 

Under the circumstances, the four out of the 
eight delegates-at-large assigned to Chicago— 
because if the new Congressional apportion- 
ment had been made Cook County would 
have had two more districts and four more 
delegates—do not consider themselves bound 
by the instructions. They feel that as a mat- 
ter of fact they represent Cook County and 


not the State and that it is their duty to vote 


at Minneapolis as the people of this county 
want them to. 

As for the delegates chosen from the twenty 
Congressional districts, it is clear that they 
should not be governed by the action of the 


State convention. That body did not assume 


to instruct them. The rule laid de wu in the 
National convention of 1880 establishing the 
independence of district conventions forbade 
that. But it is asserted that the district dele- 
gates ought to be influenced by the action 
taken at Springfield, and take their cue from 
the State con vention rather than from the 
smaller bodies to which they owe their posi- 
tions. 

That is not the correct theory. The Con- 
gressional districts are convention units, and 
are utterly. independent of State convention 
control. Their selections and their expres. 
sions of opinion are not subject to revision 
by the latter. District delegates take their 
instructions from the Republican sentiment 
of their districts and are honorably bound to 
obey it as far as practicable. It would be an 
impudent usurpation of power for a State 
convention to undertake to imstruetor dic- 
tate to Congressional district delegates, and 
tell them how they should vote and act at 
Minneapolis—those who had not then been 
chosen as well as those who had, And the 
district delegates would be derelict to their 


duty if they were to disobey the instructions 


given them by the men who elected them or 
run counter to the Kepublican sentiment of 
their luealities at the time they go to Minne- 
apolis, because the State convention had 
given different instructions to the delegates- 
at-large chosen by it. 

Of the twenty district conventions which 
have been held eight instructed for Harrison. 
The remaining twelve did not, In the Third 
District, which instructed for Harrison, those 
instructions have been withdrawn, leaving 
seven instructed and thirteen uninstructed. 
The delegates from the latter cannot pay the 
least attention to anything the State conven- 
tion has said or done. They must find out 
what the feeling in their districts is at tho 
time they leave for Minneapolis, and must be 
governed by that alone. Not seeking to dic- 
tate to others, they must not allow others to 
dictate to them. 


Brsnor McLartn made some exceedingly 
sensible remarks day before yesterday to 
which the attention, of members of other de- 
nominations is invited. A resolution was in- 
troduced in the diocesan convention asking 
for the closing of the Wérid’s Fair Sundays, 
especially as far as machinery was concerned ;

Uther religious gatherings which have been 
held of late would havedone better if they had 
not attempted to “carry on the business of 
the whole world,” to decide how a great ex- 
position should be managed, to regulate the 
relations of the United States with foreign 
countries like China, and to pass on various 
other matters which are quite outside of their 
jurisdiction. The Bishop of Chicago believes 
that a church should cultivate its own vinbd- 
yard and not spend its time in giving advice 
to its neighbors. 


Ir is not impossible that the Democrats and 
Farmers’ Alliance people will fuse in Kansas 
and endeavor to take the State from the Repub- 
licans, One proposition is that the Democrats 
be given three Congressmen and that the 
Farmers Alliance take the rest and the Pres- 
idential Electors.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


A series of gorgeous stage pictures, dazzling 
the eye with their brilliancy and glitter. appeal- 
ing to the esthetic sense by their beauty of color- 
ing and délicacy of light effect—such is “ Ali 
Baba,” the extravdganga the Chicago Opera- 
House has arranged for its sixth annual spectacle 
and revealed to its patrons last evening. 

The theater, attractive in its new decorations 
and draperies, was crowded from parquet 
to gallery with an audience which, while 
not one that would bring joy to the soul of a 
„Society swell. was one that caused the man- 
agerial heart to throb inecstasy.

Gov. Francis: Welcomes the Delegates. 


Gov. D. R. Francis was then introduced to 
welcome the delegates on behalf of the State. 
Gov. Francis said: This cunvention is one 
of which St. Louis may be proud. The United 
States should become a strong maritime 
power to enable it to dispose of its surplus 
products, and this projected canal would be 
one of the greatest steps in that direction. If 
once ite feasibiliiy is established there can be 
no question as to its commercial importance, 
and the U nited States should control it. The 
Monroe doctrine is as dear to every American 
citizen as it was when enunciated in 1823, and 
such a project as the one to be ‘considered 
merits the hearty support of every right- 
thinking citizen.” 

The two addresses of the day, however, were 
7 Judge Estee of California and ex-Secretary 

arner Miller of New York. 

Judge Estee, in reviewing the history of the 
canal project, the present convention being 
called by Gov. Markham of California and the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, said: 

This canal is feasible and should be built by 
the people of the United States and controiled by 
this government. In 1872 Gen. Grant. sent out an 
expedition to examine the three isthmian 
routes, aad 


the unanimous report gave 

by Lake Nicaragua precedence over the 
Panama or Tehuantepec routes. Subse- 
quent — and the experience of the French 
at Panama have proved that the judgment then 
formed was correct. Skilled engineers vouch for 
the S ofthe plan if money enough 
can be obtained. The cost, liberally estimated, 
is placed at $87,081,176. Asa means of defending 
the Pacific coast the canal would be invaluable, 
and it should be built for this reason alone. The 
commercial need for the canal is far greater. 
Against railroad monopolies and trusts the t- 
est defense is water transportation, and in this, in 
my opinion, is to be found the solution of trans- 
portation problems in the future. The constric- 
tion of the canal will mean the transfer of the 
monetary center of the world from London to 
New York. 


President Warner Miller’s Address. 


Ex-Senator Warner Miller of New York, 
President of the Canal company, gave some 
exceedingly interesting facts in his address, 
and was liberally applauded. He said:
